2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: There are no structures with sulfur in 
the query run on April 17, 2007. If there are no structures with sulfur, there cannot be a structure with a thiazole 
ring as part of variable R 1 . A thiazole ring is a 5-membered heterocyclic ring composed of 1 nitrogen, 1 sulfur, and 
3 carbons. In addition, each of the 20 structures retrieved by STN Registry contained a pyridine ring as part of 
variable R 1 . All of the claimed subject matter is considered to be novel or not obvious over prior art of the record.
